(rom the Committee on Indian Affairs (which 
had had before it a letter from the Secretary 
of the Interior on the subject), reported a bill 
to accept and ratify the agreement submitted 
by the Crow Indian* of M ontana, for the 
ea!o cf a portion of their reservation, and to 
make the necessary appropriations for curry­ 
ing out the same. 
B iyard, from the Finance Committee, re­ 
ported the M orrill Tariff Commission bill 
favorably, and the Garland bill adversely. 
Bayard made an argument, stating his 
views ou the tariff, 
lie arraigned Congres­ 
sional lobbyism like tho Credit Mobiiier. 
The- House bad delayed action on the tariff, 
and protection had been fostered by question­ 
able expsdiente. 
lie was willing to tiy the 
experiment cf an honeBt, practical Commis­ 
sion. 
Beck then addressed the Senate, and at the 
conclusion of his snsech, which was of consid­ 
erable length, the ¡Senate adjourned. 
House of R epresentatives. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 10th,— The House 
resumed consideration ot the Ü tah contested 
election case, the pending resolution being 
that offered by Haskell, declariug Allen G. 
Campbell, Delegate-elect from U tah, entitled 
to be sworn in as Delegate on his prima facie 
case. 
Reed offered as a substitute a resolution 
referring to the Committee on Elections the 
question on tho prirna facie right as between 
Campbell and Cannon to be sworn in, together 
with all certificates and papers presented on 
each side, with instructions to th at committee 
to rejKort at an early day aB possible. 
Haskell, in conclusion, said : F or years the 
Democrat-! had insisted th at when a man 
came hero bearing a certificate of the Governor 
of his sovereign Slate, he should be sworn in, 
and the Republican side had acquiesced. 
How will the country lock at the action of 
the House, which has alw ays construed cer­ 
tificates liberally, v.hen, for the first time in 
the history of the American Congress, it 
turns a microscopic, harping, pettifogging 
eye on this question in behalf of a scarlet- 
robed harlot who sits enthroned among the 
hills of U tah ? 
Cox followed Haskell, aud then McCord of 
Iowa ;eut to the I’hnk’s de^k and h d read a 
re.-olution which he said ho would offer at the 
proper time at a substitute for t.he pending 
resolution. 
I t recitas th at U tah is under the 
control of cn association which maintains 
immoral doctrines, a’ d practices polyp* my in 
violation of the Constitution of the U nited 
b tatis and in insurrectionary defiance of the 
legislative, executive and judicicl power of the 
G overnm ent; th at the Territory thu; usurped 
by the barbarous institution of polygamy 
belongs to the U nited S tate*; th at the 
Federal Government steads responsible, in 
the eight of God and at t’ua bar of enlight­ 
ened public opinion of the civilized wcrld, 
for the continuance of this crime against mo­ 
rality and marriage, and th at the institution 
of polygamy is a usurpation by the M or­ 
mons, incapable of any constitutional exist­ 
ence, aud utterly lawless : aud resolving that 
the solemn duty is csat on Congress to wholly 
absolve the Federal Government from any 
sufferance or countenance of the institution 
of polygamy, and by every means in its power 
to enforce the laws against i t ; that it is in­ 
consistent with the rights and dignity of this 
House that tho Territory of U tah, which is 
so flagrantly controlled by the institution of 
polygamy, should be entitled to representa­ 
tion on the floor of the House ; th at the Dele­ 
gate claiming a seat from that Territory is 
hereby di. qualified, and th at all papers in 
' this case be referred to the Committee on 
Elections, with instructions to present a bill 
declaring in effect the judgment of the 
House as herein expressed. 
McCord proceeded to make an exhaustive 
argument in support of his proposition. 
Burrows of Michigan argued in favor of 
Deferring tho whole m atter to the Committee 
on Elections, and Browr. and Vooihees con­ 
tended th at Campbell should ba given his 
seat on a prima facia case. 
Converse cf Ohio took still another gr< und, 
holding th at upon the certificate, t-icen in 
connection with other papers in the case, 
Cannon was entitled to be sworn ir. 
Uiscock aud Cox, hiving engaged in r.n 
oral war, in which Robinson joined Hiscock, 
Haskell demanded the previous question, 
which, being seconded, cut . fit Marsh, who 
desire-1 to offer a resolution directing the 
Committee on Elections to report ou the fact 
as to whether either claimant were practical 
polygamists. 
H tskeil stated that he de-dred to offer a 
resolution giviDg certain instructions to the 
Committee on Elections, in case the m atter 
was referred to it. 
I t was read, as follows: 
Whessas, polygamy has been for many years, 
an-1 is row, practiced in several Territories - f the 
United States in contravention ol the laws thereof 
(Sec. 5352 K. S.); and whereas, there has been ad­ 
mitted into former Congresses of the United ¡states 
a delegate from t-e Territory of Utrh, who has ’-ten 
received in the House of Representatives as such 
while sustaining polygamous marital relations. (Vida 
documents in the contested election case of Cannon 
vs. Campbell) Therefore be it 
ficsolved, as the fixed and final determination of 
the House ot Representatives of the Forty seventh 
Congress, That no person or any person guilty at 
living in polygamous marital relations, or teaching 
or instigating others to do so, is entitled to be ad­ 
mit cd in tins House as a delegate from a Territory 
of the United States. 
The re-ding of this resolution was received 
with applause. 
Randal! raised the point of order th at the 
resolution was not germain to the caBe under 
consideration. 
T l.t Sptr.ker said the resolution did not 
give such instructions to the committee as 
were comprehended in tho rules, and ruled it 
out of order. 
Reed’s substitute was then adopted—189 to 
24—the negative votes being all Republicans, 
aud the contested ca e was thereby referred 
to the Committee on Elections. 
Haskell then desired to offer as a privileged 
quieti-.-n the resolution given above, but was 
cut off by adj iumm ent.

In 
i' he speaks of being at St. Michael’s, in the 
Pacific ocean, fr in August 3d to the 11th, 
and hearing nothing of the Jeannette or her 
party, and on tho 11th sailing for Plover 
Bay, on the Siberian coast. 
This contradict* 
tho statem ent of M. Sonlkowski in the recent 
dispatch th at the Chasseur met tho Rodgers 
on the 9th of August, and th at the Rodgers 
was steering for Herald Island. 
Iu point of 
fact the Chasseur could not at that time have 
been iu the Arctic, and the Rodgers, which 
certainly had not, wan steering, not for H er­ 
ald Island, but for Plover Bey. 
The Rodgers 
reached Plover Bay on the lfiih of August, 
and M aster Putnam says ha did not find tbe 
Russian man-of-war Strtlock, and therein he 
again contradicts M. Soulkowski. 
T hat ves­ 
sel, he says, had left on the 13:h, leaving 
word that it would meet the Rodgers at St. 
Lawrence Bay. 
They did meet the St relock 
on the 18th, and on tbe 19ih passed through 
Behrings Straits in company with her into 
the A rctic Ocean. 
M aster Putnam say s: 
Wo have heard of several sledge parties, 
bath 
on 
the 
northern coast of Siberia 
and 
on 
the coast near Point Barrow, 
and some think it may turn out th at some of 
the Jeannette’s party have left the ship and 
started back by sledge. 
We shall investigate 
these 8toris?, firat going to Caoe Serdzs 
Iv men on the north coast of Siberia, and 
thence to the eastward, where we will find 
tho whalers aud learn from them what 
they have heard.” H e speaks of the tine 
weather, the thermometer being 40 degrees 
ail day, with no ice anywhere. 
The Rodgers 
was prepared to remain two years, he says, 
to find the Jeannette, but he expect* that 
they will be in San Francisco by (Jctober, 
1882. 
On the 20th they had lost sight of the 
St-elock. 
On September 14th he writes : 
“ We 
have 
surveyed 
W rarg; il 
L ind, 
and are now about to start north, looking for 
more land, where the Jeannette may pissibly 
be found. 
On September 27th he writes that 
their work for the year is about finished, and 
they are going to St, Lawrence Bay to win­ 
ter. 
He refers to a party to be left a t Cape 
North, in Siberia, to make sledge journeys 
along the coast. 
I t was Putnam himself who 
was left in charge of this party subsequently.

SPRISQSK'd INSANITY BILL. 
The bill introduced to Congress by 
Springer, defining the law of insanity in 
criminal cases, appears to ns to be a sound 
measure. It provides “ that no person in­ 
dieted in the United States Courts shall 
“ be acquitted on the ground of insanity, 
“ idiocy, lunacy or other unsoundness of 
“ mind, except on proof that at the time of 
“ committing the cflfiuse he was laboring 
“ under such defect of reason as either not 
“ to know the nature and quality cf the 
“ act he was doing, or not to know that it 
‘ was unlawful or wrong. If a morbid 
“ propensity to commit prohibited acts ex- 
“ isting in the mind of the person is not 
“ shown, such acts shall form no defense 
“ to the prosecution therefor. If upon the 
“ trial of such case the jury shall find the 
“ defendant not guilty by reason of insan- 
“ ity, the Court shall order him committed 
“ toan insane asylum until discharged in 
“ due course of law." This is the right 
doctrine. Insanity, per se, ought not to be 
regarded as a defense in murder cases. The 
question should not be, whether a murderer 
is sane or insane ; bat, whether he knew 
what he was doing or not. There are many 
criminals who arc not wholly sane ; in­ 
deed it has been asserted that no crimi­ 
nal can be wholly free from insanity. 
Madness is seldom a complete warping 
of all the faculties. Most madmen are 
possessed of delusions, apart from which 
they are rational enough. Kven as regards 
their delusions most madmen know them 
to bo unreal, and often will argue about 
them quite dispassionately, though they 
will not give them up. They know, how­ 
ever, when they do wrong, and they can 
refrain from doing it if they desire to do 
so. There are malignant maniacs who, 
with a full understanding of the difference 
between right and wrong, deliberately 
choose the wrong. Not to punish this class 
is to encourage lawlessness among the 
weak-minded. 
Some years ago a man 
tried to set fire to York Minster. The 
affair was discussed in a neighboring lunatic 
asylum, and a patient remarked : “ They 
“ will not do anything to him. He is one 
“ of us.” Here was a madman who thor­ 
oughly comprehended the irresponsibility 
theory, and who perhipB would have taken 
advantage of it lnmselí had he been free. 
The truth is that the vulgar notion of the 
irresponsibility of the insane is a mis­ 
chievous fallacy, and the sooner it is swept 
away the better. 
The 
principle of 
Springer’s bill ought to be introduced to 
the criminal law of the States as well as of 
the United States, for it is the only way of 
dealing with a blunder which has done 
more than anything else to bring the ad­ 
ministration of justice into contempt, and 
to afford excuses for the kind of mob- 
murder known as Lynch law. 


The press in Germany and Austria is a 
feeble and much-muzzled affair. One of 
the results of the alliance between the Em­ 
perors is that an Austrian journal has just 
been suspended for daring to express the 
opinion that the Emperor of Germany's 
late proclamation was a coup d'etat. As for 
the Prussian newspapers, they are do doubt 
obliged to proceed very cautiously. Al­ 
though they feel and know that the 
Absolutist Emperor has undertaken to ride 
roughshod over the Constitution, they dare 
not say what they think. If they venture 
to discuss the matter at all they must pre­ 
tend to believe that the Emperor has been 
acting altogether within his rights, or they 
mast make their acconnt with being sup­ 
pressed if they call things by their right 
names. 
And yet the oecasion is one of 
those which call for strenuous comment, 
and which onght to evolve some journalists 
of a stubborn and independent character, 
resolved to speak at least once, no matter 
what the consequences. 


Once more there is an increase of activity 
in the Congressional mind, as regards 
polygamy. It is once more, and for the 
twentieth time, solemnly announced that 
there is to be no more temporizing with 
that evil, but that it shall be dealt with 
vigorously and effectively. We have heard 
a great deal of this kind of talk, however, 
aud we have witnessed the failure of a 
great many assaults upon polygamy. So 
that we have grown quite skeptical on the 
subject, and are disinclined to put confi­ 
dence in the declarations of the hour, pre­ 
ferring to wait until something practical 
has been actually done. And there is the 
less ground for sanguine expectation, see­ 
ing that Congress has hitherto exhibited a 
singular incapacity to gauge the character 
of the problem with which it had to do. 
Eyery law thus far proposed has been 
fatally defective, in that it has depended 
for the success of its results upon the ac­ 
quiescence of the very people against 
whose practices it was directed. CoDgress 
could not understand that it had before it 
one of those difficult cases in which the 
public sentiment of the community con­ 
demns the doctrine it is sought to enforce. 
Vet Congress had had plenty of experience 
of precisely the same kind of difficulty 
during the period of Southern reconstruc­ 
tion, and ought to have learned a lesson 
from its failures there. In fact every man 
who pretends to statesmanship should he 
aware that it is impracticable to make a 
community obey laws in the juBtice of 
which it does not believe, and that so long 
as the operation of snch laws depends 
upon public op'nion, they must remain 
dead letters. The principle here involved 
is an elementary one, yet every Act of Con­ 
gress directed against the practice of po­ 
lygamy has been drafted in disregard of it. 
The last measure of the kind has just 
been introduced to th^ House by Payson. 
It provides that " hereafter no person shall 
“ be entitled to vote in a Territory, or be 
“ eligible to hold office or position of 
“ honor, trust or profit, who at the time of 
“ offering to vote or being chosen to such 
“ office or position, is a bigamist or polyga- 
“ mist, or who is living with and claims 
“ to be the husband of more than one 
“ woman.” Now this hill has all the de­ 
fects of its predecessors, and we may safely 
predict that if it is enacted it will produce 
no results. For it onght to be clear to the 
dullest comprehension that in a community 
which holds polygamy to be right, and in­ 
terference with it persecution, it must be 
impossible to procure the proofs necessary 
to substantiate charges against anyone. 
Payson’s bill docs not avoid the rock upon 
which all similar efforts have been 
wrecked. The real difficulty consists in 
the fact that it is impossible to convict 
Mormons save upon Mormon evidence; 
and that evidence never ha3 been and 
never will be obtainable. When Mormons 
take plural wives, as they call it, they do 
not file certificates of their marriage with 
the County Clerk, nor do they send notices 
to the papers. Everything is done in 
secret at the Endowment House, and Con­ 
gress has so far failed to suggest any way 
of getting at the archives of that institu­ 
tion, if indeed any archives are kept there. 
Payson’s bill is not capable of solving 
the problem. 
Nobody would suffer any 
penalties under it. It would be a dead 
letter. Another proposition has recently 
been made, namely, to divide the Terri­ 
tory of Utah among the surrounding Ter­ 
ritories, so as to subject the Mormons to 
the inlluence and supervision of non-Mor­ 
mons. But the success of this scheme 
would be dependent upon the passivity 
of the Mormons. It is taken for granted 
that they would accept the new situation 
and Btay where the new alignment of 
political boundaries placed them. This 
evidently is an unwarrantable assump 
tion. It is most probable that they would 
all migrate together somewhere if such a 
plan was adopted, and then the work 
would all have to be done over again. But 
so long as Congress persists in the error of 
trying to make them their own execution­ 
ers, it will fail as it has failed every time 
hitherto, and every such failure will 
strengthen polygamy. It is indeed pos­ 
sible that the institution may die oat of 
itself if nothing 13 done, though there does 
not seem to be much basis for this expecta­ 
tion. It is true that there is a faction in 
the Mormon Church which does not believe 
in polygamy, hut it is not the ruling fac­ 
tion. 
Gentile contact and example, the 
increasing expense of maintenance, and 
the slow growth of edncatioD, are all 
working against polygamy more or less, 
bat still it has vitality enough to last an­ 
other century if it is not attacked, and 
therefore something will have to be done. 
No Act of Congress which depends on 
Mormon testimony is of any use. No 
measure predicated upon the fallacy that 
the Mormons want to get rid of polygamy, 
is of any use. As a preliminary to any 
nseful legislation it must be realized clearly 
that the Mormons are as a community in 
open antagonism against the laws of the 
United States on this subject, and that 
they will defeat those laws if they can. 
To treat with them therefore a power 
must he applied which rests upon outside 
sentiment. They must be governed from 
without, in fact. This can only be done 
by taking away their political liberties and 
placing them under military rule for a 
time. If that is done there will no longer 
be any difficulty in punishing polygamists, 
and in disfranchising them. There is no 
other method of treatment which holds out 
any hope of success. The Mormons cannot 
be got to extirpate an abuse in which they 
believe as an article of religion. If the 
United States really think it necessary to 
abolish polygamy, they will have to treat 
the polygamists and all who uphold them 
as rebels. If this coarse is adopted a 
single twelvemonth will see the end cf 
polygamy, bat if Congress goes on in the 
old style the Mormons will have nothing 
to apprehend, no matter how many bills 
ef painB and penalties may be passed at 
Washington. 


TELLER’S SILVER BILL. 
Teller’s silver bill appears intended to 
facilitate the inflation of the currency, and 
at the same time to hasten its depreciation. 
He proposes to make it easier than ever to 
get out silver certificates, and to add to the 
store of silver dollars. We shall be cutions 
to see how Congress receives this bill, for 
us attitude towards the silver question 
may be gathered with some approach to 
accuracy from the treatment it gives 
Teller’s proposal It is not of itself a very 
important or significant measure, but it is 
all on one side, and its passage would serve 
to show that the progress of the country 
towards the single silver standard will not 
be checked at this session. It is a curious 
fact that though every intelligent observer 
must realize the inevitable consequences of 
the present coinage law to be the expul­ 
sion of gold and the Orientalization of the 
country, there is Tery little effort being 
made to prevent this calamity. Nothing 
can be more certain than its occurrence if 
the present silver law is kept in operation. 


It is almost as certain as sunrise, in 
fact. And it is equally certain that if 
we are thrown back upon the single silver 
standard we shall undergo a great depre­ 
ciation of the currency, and he forced to 
re-establish the Gold Room, and to deal 
with the rest of the world under difficulties 
which will prove not only tedious but very 
expensive. We have hitherto managed to 
escape the many pitfalls dug for us by the 
Greenbackers and other currency quacks 
and fools, but this pitfall we shall not es­ 
cape unless the coinage cf silver is scon 
suspended. Aud it is time the friends of 
a stable and par valuo currency began to 
marshal their forces for an attack upon 
the silver bill There is already so much 
silver represented in the circulation in one 
way and another that there has been a 
marked inflation of the currency, aud this 
inflation is proved hy the general rise in 
prices which has occurred during the last 
two years. The more silver and silver cer­ 
tificates are put out, the more marked will 
this inflation become, and the more ruinous 
will he the crash when gold at last is driven 
from the country. In fact the situation is 
becoming more serious every month, and 
an organized resistance to the silver lu­ 
natics ought to be made forthwith. 


A STATEMENT OF FACTS. 
We yesterday published an article from 
the Kern County Californian, in which the 
actual facts as to the operations under the 
Desert Land Act in that county, were given. 
The previous statements of the Reuord- 
U^ion are fully borne out by our con­ 
temporary, and it is shown that our only 
error was iu underestimating the extent of 
the investment made hy Haggin & Carr. 
The Californian, published on the spot, 
and therefore fully informed as to the 
facts, states that the land taken up by the3e 
parties was bona fide desert land, in which 
nothing would grow. It was in short 
utterly worthless without irrigation. Hag. 
gin & Carr took up a large quantity of it, 
and by genuine enterprise and lavish ex­ 
penditure they have converted it into 
productive and valuable land. The Cali­ 
fornian says that they have already spent 
$1,500,000 upon the tract, and that they 
will have to spend probably as much again. 
The results, however, have been extremely 
satisfactory, not only to the investors but 
to the people of Kern county. And thus 
it appears that the instance which wa3 
chosen by the lying San Francisco Chronicle 
as a peculiar example of depravity and 
fraud, is in sober fact the very best and 
most conclusive proof that could he fur­ 
nished, of the wisdom and soundness of 
the Desert Land Act. 


COAST AND STATE. 
Disgraceful hoodlumism is still the com­ 
plaint in San Diego. 
W illiams, Colusa county, has a new 
Methadist Church called Haven’s Chapel. 
The First Presbyterian Church, Oakland, 
received four new members last Sabbath. 
It is stated that work will be commenced 
on the railroad from Redding on the 15th 
of February. 
Sixteen prisoners, charged with felonies, 
are confined in boiler-iron tanks at Walla 
Walla, W. T. 
All the older girls at the McFarland 
Home in Alaska have united with the 
Presbyterian Church. 
The Ferndale Enterprise has entered on 
its fifth volume, and has changed its name 
to The American Occident. 
The Presbyterian Church at Wilming­ 
ton, Los Angeles county, received eight 
new members at the last communion. 
A monument is to bo erected over the 
remains of Bishop E. O. Haven, in Lee 
Mission Cemetery, near Salem, Oregon. 
In portions of San Diego county the quail 
and a variety of “ varmints,” such as rab­ 
bits, deer, etc., are a nuisance to farmers. 
The Utah and Northern Railway now 
runs daily express and passenger trains to 
Butte, aud Montana trade it quickened 
thereby. 
The people of Colusa county are evi­ 
dently tired of Chinese “ help,” and 
are agitating the “ hired girl ” question. 
The female population of California is only 
about three-eighths of the total number, 
and the “ hired girl” is a rttra avis. The 
propo.-ition is to form a company to bring 
from the East 300 skilled servants. 
The Indians in the last week have 
brought in several loads of beautiful white 
trout, from twelve to eighteen inches in 
length. As these fish are comparatively 
new to our lake, it seems to be a reasonable 
conclusion to say that they are the fish put 
in the lake in 1S72 by Livingston Stone, as 
white fish. No white fish have ever been 
seen in the lake.—[Lakeport Bee. 
The editor of the Carson Tribune says he 
has taken pains to interview all the stock 
magnates who have passed through Carson 
during the pa3t few weeks, and failed to 
meet one that, gave even a leaf from the 
tree of hope. All state plainly that unless 
new mines are struck, or such develop­ 
ments made in the old ones as shall war­ 
rant a continuance of paying ledges, 
the days of the Comstock prosperity are 
ended. 
General Cadwalader, chief of the Califor­ 
nia railroad surveying north of Redding, is 
now consulting with the Oregon engineers 
in reference to the connection of the two 
roads, which seems to be more difficult than 
at first supposed, as the Oregon company 
wants a higher elevation than the surveys 
made by the California surveyors, in the 
vicinity of the boundary line, so as to make 
a better grade over the Siskiyou. His arp 
rangemeuts with the Oregon company will 
have a good deal to do with the courso of 
the road in this section.—[Yreka Journal 
II. L. Perkins, an old-timer hereabouts, 
is now in Cassia Creek, Idaho, about fifty 
miles below Kelton. 
He writes to Dr. 
Benton, of Carson, that there is scarcely a 
horse in his section hut what is troubled 
with pinkeye. He also savs that the peo­ 
ple there are more or less alllicted with the 
complaint. Tr.e disease seems to be tend­ 
ing westward, hut as it proceeds in this di­ 
rection its severity lessens. 
It Mas the 
same with the epizootic when that com­ 
plaint was raging some years ago. In the 
Eastern States it was very bad, but as it 
came west it moderated, and although ani­ 
mals were laid up from work, the disease 
did not prove very fatal.—[Carson Appeal 
The Sutter Farmer gives the history of 
several varieties of seed wheat locally well 
known. It appears that the variety known 
as Proper wheat originally came from 
Chile. A few heads of wheat which ma­ 
tured with the barley were noticeably fine, 
and were saved for seed. The new variety 
continued to be cultivated by the Ander- 
sons. In 1866 or 1SC7 they sold their 
raDeh to Edward Proper. He sold mncli 
of the wheat for seed, and hence it got its 
name of Proper wheat. Pride of the Buttes 
wheat was originally obtained by General 
Bidwell from the United States Patent 
Office. Its present name is evidently local. 
Its former designation seems to have been 
entirely lost.

JUDGE PORTER’S ARGUMENT. 


The Assassin Winces Under His 
Scathing Words. 


SOLEMN APPEALS POS JÜSTI0E. 


Rulings of Judge Cox Against the 
Frayers ot the Defense.

W ash in g to n , January 10;h.—When Gui­ 
teau came into Court, as he passed his 
brother, he whispered to him : “ Come over 
to the dock. I want to see you about some­ 
thing of great importance.” 
Ttking his seat, the prisoner laid down a 
large bundle cf papers, and, spreading out 
his manscript, busied himself in locking it 
over, 
JUDGE POSTERS AEGCMENT. 
Judge Dorter began his argument shortly 
after 10 o’clock, and at once fixed the atten 
tion of every one in the room. Guiteau pre­ 
tended to be engrossed in his manuscript, but 
soon laid it aside and listened with wrapt at­ 
tention. Nothing like it has been seen or 
heard daring the past Line weeks in the Gui­ 
teau trial, as Judge Porter reviewed the coo 
duct of the prisoner, and the conduct on the 
part of his counsel and of his course in tbis 
Court. The crime íd all its hideous ugliness 
was held up to the detestation of his hearers. 
EVEN THE PRISONER AWED INTO SILENCE. 
The silence became oppressive, and the 
presence of avenging justice iu the near 
futnre was 6uggested with a force of convic­ 
tion that swept from the Court-room every 
vestige of that levity which has so long 
danced attendence upon every utterance ot 
the prisoner, and like a veil has obscured 
from the consciousness of spectators the hor­ 
rors of the crime and what should be the 
solemnity of its judicial atonement. The 
prisoner winced and net vously twisted in his 
place, and for several minutes was unable to 
say anything that in any sense could approach 
an interruption. Gradually the prisoner re­ 
gained his usual assurance, and resumed his 
daily habit of ebstrnciing the Epeaker with 
contradictions and denials. For once, how­ 
ever, the insufferable impudence of the 
prisoner was completely overawed. Neither 
his voice nor his ahu.-e could interrupt or 
silence the avalanche of condemnation that 
swept from the lips of the eloquent counsel. 
THE CRISIS OF FATE HAS COME. 
“ The prisoner is mistaken, ynnr Honor,” 
said Judge Porter, “ if he belio7es that by his 
unseemly brawling he can prevent my story 
from being heard by the jury. 
The puppet 
cannot be moved in fuch good time as when 
he sat with his counsel, and by his outbursts 
helped his cause. Now he is fast tightening 
the hangman’s noose abnnt his neck.” 
With a nervous twitching of the month, 
Guiteau muttered, “ We’ll see about that. ’ 
The heretofore audacious and wholly un­ 
abashed prisoner seemed ill at ease and at a 
loss to uuderstand why bis would-be sallies cf 
wit, or impudence, wholly failed with the 
audience, while more severe became the de­ 
nunciations of counsel and more frequent and 
marked were the demonstrations of approval 
Finally, like a wild beast brought to bay, 
Guiteau yelled out: “ I staked my like on 
the issue, and I am willing to go to the gal­ 
lows to-morrow, if it is the Lord’s will. I’m 
sick of this bosh, Judge Porter. I wish you 
would get your five thousand dollars and go 
home." 
porter’s scathing words. 
Judge Porter spoke cf Riel's argument as 
lawyer-like and based on the only law points 
which with any p'ausihility could be adduced 
by the defense. Of Scovilel’s argument, he 
said it could only have been dtlivered hy one 
of the family of Guiteau, who, as he lad 
himself boasted, learned his law in the Police 
Courts, and acquired his manners among the 
hooting owls in the woods of western Ohio. 
Porter reviewed the argument of Davidge, 
pointing out its strong points. Malice, Mr. 
Davidge had lightly said, was a presumption 
of law—a question for the Judge, not for the 
jury. Should the Judge decide as the de­ 
fease desired, that malice was a question of 
fact for the jury, he would overturn the law, 
he would create a precedent in this famous 
case which would inevitably he condemned 
through all time to come. Mr. Scoville had 
objected that decisions in support of prose­ 
cution’s postulate were as antiquated as his 
(Porter’s) style of oratory. “ I never,” said 
Porter, “ imitated any man nor commeuted 
on anyone’s oratory. I never,” said Porter, 
“ sat at the feet of that Gamaliel as Guiteau 
did. Whether my manners and morals would 
have been improved is for others to say. 
Judging frcm the disciple who is before you, 
he would scarcely seem to be an appropriate 
instructor for youth.” 
Proceeding to expound the law on the sub­ 
ject of malice, reading from the 1880 edition 
of Archibald’s Criminal Practice, Porter 
dwelt upon the premeditation of Guiteau. 
Referring to his lying in wait, and to his 
dogging the footsteps of the President, he 
said : “ Was this worthless vagabond the 
man to he selected and inspired by God—a 
cheat, a swindler, a creature of the vilest 
habits? He, then, is junior in the firm of 
Jesus Christ & Co. This murderer, tracking 
his victim at night at church, at the railroad 
station, everywhere, till the deed is done. 
But grant this hideous pretension, and allow 
him tbs inspiration of Paul, which be im­ 
piously quotee. That will not protect him, 
as it did not protect Paul from death.” 
Porter went on to Bay that although the 
President had died the Government still 
lived, and hia successor was prosecuting his 
assas-in. 
“ Yes,” Baid Guiteau, “and Arthur em­ 
ployed you under a misapprehension.” 
“ Yes,” said Judge Porter, “ under the 
misapprehension that the law was stronger 
than Guiteau. Guiteau seems to think he is 
Btronger than the law.” 
“ I do not claim to be stronger than tho 
law, hut God Almighty is stronger than tLe 
law,” said Guiteau, suddenly. 
DIVINE PRESSURE OF A HANGMAN’S N0C8E. 
“ You will come before God Almighty 
presently,” said Porter, solemnly; "until 
then you would do well to refer but little to 
Him. You will feel sooa what you have 
never felt before, a divine pressure in the 
form of a hangman’s noose. The prisoner 
had sworn on the stand that he was predes­ 
tined to remove the President. He had for­ 
gotten to say that he was also predestined to 
hang for it." 
Speaking again of his interruptions and cf 
the promptings of lis family. Porter said be 
had a supreme contempt for all Gu’teaiB ; not 
the respectable ones, but those who sympa- 
th.ized with assassins. 
Porter then took up the authorises cited 
Hy the defense, pronour.cirg them either mis- 
reported or bad law from obscure bencher. 
He sneered at the asseition of Scoville that 
the antiquated arguments of the ] rosecuti n 
conld not 6tsnd in the light of those of the 
defense, which purported to be the outgrow th 
of an enlightened age, an age of Guite&us, 
when a hungry politician kills a President 
from pique. A politician,” continued Poiter. 
“ who had such a belief in the gullibility and 
depravity of mankind, that 
he sup­ 
posed he was doing men like General 
Grant, Mr. Conklin?, the greatest parlia- 
tmntariau, and one of the foremost statesmen 
of his time, and even President Arthur, a 
service, for which he would receive a reward. 
Why, had G-neral Grant, Mr. Cockling or 
President Arthur been standing at the door i f 
the Baltimore and Potcmac Railroad depot 
on the morning of the shooting, had they 
seen the atsassin creeping upon his victim re­ 
volver in hand, aiming at hia back, an iron 
hand would have descended which would 
have paralyzed the assassin and saved the 
President.” 
The audience, carried cut of themselves by 
Porter’s eh qnence, applauded vigorously, de­ 
spite the cries of “ Order’’and "Silence.” 
Even Guiteau was sff c.eJ, but hr managed 
to say : “ Tne stalwarts are eomirg to my 
side every day. You ought to see some of 
the letters I get. They a-e all coming to 
think with me, and so are all decent people.” 
Porter rao over the decisions of the State 
C urts collected in the St. Louis Law Journal 
introduced by the defense yesterday, and 
showed that the Courts of eighteen States 
held the view of the prosecntion, that the in­ 
sanity of an assassin must be proved hy a 
preponderance of evidence. 
The Federal 
Courts unanimously adh°red to the same 
view, while the Courts of eight States bold 
feebly-.tbst the accused was entitled to the 
benefit of a doubt. 
Judge Porter concluded his masterly argu­ 
ment at 11:40 a. u , hy re-adio* the famous 
letter of President GarfielJ to Judge Payne, 
in which he complimented and thanked him 
for bru-hing away the network of sophistries 
with wb ch it ha* of late yeais been custom­ 
ary to envelop the plea cf insanity when set 
np in excuse for crimts. 
JUDGE Cl X READS HI9 DECISION. 
Judge Cox. at 11:45 a. If., began reading 
his decision, concluding at 1:25, having con­ 
sumed an hour and forty mientes with rapid 


speaking upon every material point. His 
ruling* were decidedly against the prayers of 
the defense. The o: ly grain of comfort for 
the prisoner w»s offered when Judge Cox 
reached the questiou <f reasonable doubt. 
Upon this sni'jsc; he said: “ I shall not 
charge the jury to acquit if they find a reas­ 
onable d iubt as to any one element, but 1 
I Bhall take into cunsidera’.inn aud charge 
them relative to all the elements, and that if 
from all the circumstance* and evidence they 
have a reasonable doubt of the commission hy 
the defendant of the crim9 as charged, then 
they shall acquit.” 
As Judge Cox finished speaking, Guiteau 
called out, “ I am perfectly eatLfied with that 
exposition of the law.” 
After a consulta’ion between counsel, the 
Court adj mrned until Thursday morning, 
when Davidge will make the opening argu­ 
ment to the jury for the prosecution.

H ongkong, December 16th.—Several earth­ 
quakes have occurred in the district cf Kan- 
choa. Over 250 people were killed. 
The Japanese students at Peking have been 
recalled by their Government, the supposed 
motive being letrenchment. 
An explosion occurred at the arsenal of 
Ngansking, hut no lives wero loBt. The 
buildings in the neighborhood were comi ’er- 
afcly damaged. 
É. H Parker, British Consular Agent at 
Chang Kirg, was mobbed and placed iu peril 
of his life by the natives. 
A proclamation has been issued by the 
Viceroy, ordering the people to treat foreign­ 
ers with rcepect, and to protect them. 
Y okaiiam a. December 25th.—The pro­ 
posed establishment hy the Government of a 
central bank has been deferred. 
A report from Corea states that 1,000 Core­ 
ana made an attempt on the Government. 
The authorities had the ringleaders arrested 
and executed. 
It is stated that the Government has pur­ 
chased tho Nick ¿ Nichi Shimhdt, one of the 
most influential native papers in Japan, for 
the purpose of supporting its views aDd assist­ 
ing the administration in the treaty revision. 
Takahaeh Shenkicpi, an officer of the Fi­ 
nance Department, has been appointed to the 
Consulship at New York, and Sonoda Kohi- 
chi, of the Foreign Department, has been ap­ 
pointed to the Consulate at London. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
Since December 27th there have been 27 
vessels cleared with wheat and flour from 
this port. Tnese vessels represent 32,372 
tons of tonnage. This is an unnsually active 
movement for this season of the year. 
The Occidental and Oriental steamship 
Belgie, which arrived in port this morning 
from Hongkong and Yokohama, brought the 
following passengers : F. Cass, J. T. Griffen, 
11. V. Love, J. C. Cabot, Miss Elfen, M. 
Bazlng, Mrs. Elfen, and 678 Chinese in the 
steerage. 
During last year there were placed on 6ve- 
tael boxes of prepared opium regularly im­ 
ported to this city the following stamps, 
when the drug was entered for consumption : 
January, 19,000 stamps; February, 6 800 ; 
March, 11 000; April. 11.500; May, 10.300; 
June, 11,600; July, 9,700; August, 15,000 ; 
September, 16 930; October, 20,200 ; Novem­ 
ber, 12,752 ; December, 42.800. Total, 187, 
582 stamps. Each stamp represents about 
half a pound of opium, on which the duty is 
$0 per pound, say 93,791 pounds at $6, $562,­ 
740. 
The peculiar disease known as “ pinkeye,” 
which has prevailed very extensively among 
horses in the East, has made its appearance 
in this city, and as many as a hundred horses 
lel-mging to the car c impanics are afflicted 
with it. Only one case, so far, has proved 
fatal. The symptoms are swelling of the 
limbs, loss of appetite and ¡Lflimmation of the 
eyes, which assume a pick color. The dis­ 
ease here seems to be in its mildest form. 
Good 8ta! le ventilation, wholesome food, 
clean beds ai-d sunshine are the best rem­ 
edies.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SACRAMENTO LONG AGO. 
An odd copy of this paper of Novem­ 
ber 11, 1852, came under examination 
yesterday. It was one of ths issues reduced 
in size because of the great fire of November 
2, 1852. The sheet is of four pages, 8 by 12 
inches, and its columns read strangely enough 
nowadays. Among the many announce­ 
ments in the paper, nearly all the advertisers, 
with remarkable similarity of expression, 
stated that they had “ risen, Phteaix-like, 
from the aahes,"’ and with undaunted courage 
had resumed business in tents, on boats in 
the river, under rough sheds, in hastily-built 
new houses, in stables, etc. Among these, 
all advertisers, but one or two of the firms or 
houses now exist as then entitled. Israel 
Luce was a marble-worker ; G. W. Chesley 
was Constable and in the auction business; 
Head 4 Co. advertised to resume business as 
bankers; the proprietors of the United 
States Hotel announced that they had 
opened out on the steamer Hartford, and 
fitted it up for public 
accommoda­ 
tion. 
.T. B. Starr (now dead) was 
an auctioneer; Adams 4 Co.’s express 
(known here no more) advertised largely; 
1). O. Mills advertised as a banker, as also B. 
F. Hastings k Co ; Hiller & Andrews (Col. 
Andrews, of San Francisco) were jewelers; 
James Bailev was a jeweler (now in Schen­ 
ectady, N. Y.) Bair & Griggs, merchants; 
George D. Naegle, cor,tracer (now in San 
Francisco); William M. Harron (nowin San 
Francisco), William A. l’feiffer. banker; 
William P. Heury, City Baths ; Winans (J. 
W., of San Francisco) 4 Hver, attorneys; 
Benslev k C o . shippers; Grim (A. K., of 
San Francisco) & Rumler, bankers ; Rhodes, 
Purdv k McSuity, merchants; W. R. Mc­ 
Call k Co., grocers, were among the ad ver- 
tiseis. Mills, Townsend k Co. aunounced 
that they Could be found at the banking- 
house of Page, Bacon k Co.; Barton it 
Grimm were auctioneers; Dr?. Logan (T. 
M.) and Morse (J. W.), both dead, were at 
the Hotel de Frunce ; A. B. Youmane, the 
first undertaker in Sacramento, resumed busi­ 
ness; Robert M. Folger (now a journalist) k 
Bre. were hardware merchants ; Frost k Co.. 
livery; Sneatii (It. G., of San Francisco) 
Arnold & Co., grocers; Beckett it Sharkey, 
druggists; Rhodes k Lusk ran the Shasta 
express. L. W. Hastings offered the 
people lota free at Sutt-rville, and advised no 
one to rebuill in Sacramento. Felch k Clout- 
man were painters. [W. C. Feleh is now a 
real estate agent here, and Mr. Clout man isa 
farmer in Yolo county.] A boarding house 
in Sau Francisco was advertised for removal 
bodily to Sacramento, as lumber was worth 
8300 a thousand. Ballard, Figg (E. P.) & 
Co.. merchants, had opened out again. H. 
O. Beatty and Robert Robinson announced a 
dissolution as law partners. C. I. Hutchin­ 
son (now of San Francisco), as Mayor, re­ 
quested pe -pie, in clearing up the debris of 
the fire, to deposit the rubbish in the slough 
between Front and Second, J and K streets, 
as it was impassable by reason of the bridges 
being burned. Thomas Hunt, owner of the 
Union lioe of steamers, is credited with csr 
rying destitute persons to San Francisco free 
of charge. Drs. Ellis k Montgomery (J. F.) 
republished their business card. W. T. Gris- 
situ anuouice 1 as a wholesale grocer. Cap­ 
tain Prendergist advertised to rent the bark 
Agnes, at the foot of M street, to those want­ 
ing house room ; he also had the store ship 
CresceDt here, that arrived some years before 
direct frotn New Orleans. The steamers 
Senator and New World advertised for 
freight. 
The paper urged that the 
State issue bonds and lend them to 
the city, 
to . enable the town 
to 
be built, and the snme column glorified over 
the destruction of the rats by the fire, as be­ 
fore they impeded the progress of pedestrians 
on the streets. One week after the fire, s3¡d 
the local reporter, 170 wooden and 33 brick 
bui dings hadbeen rebui’t. The paper’s figures 
showed that 1 660 buildings were totally 
s vept away by the contl lgration. The paper 
announced that six 1 uiidings had been ship; e 1 
oa rafes from Cnlusa to Sacramento, and that 
numerous ready-made houses were being 
hauled from thirty to fifty miles and shipped 
from distant p unte to the city ; that the line 
at the posh ffi e on deliveiy day v.-a3 so long 
that from early morning till nightfall it was 
full, and then not all the people got to the 
delivery-window. The citizens on J, between 
Ninth and Tenth streets, met and organized 
themselves into a body to maintain a private 
watch to prevent incendiarism and thieving, 
and the paper said a hand of scoundrels in­ 
fested the city, and, if caught in evil deeds, 
the people w uld have r.o mercy on them 
On the 10,h 700 tons of freight arrived by 
San Francisco steamers. The State Hospital 
vis reopened on the store-ship Antares, 
Flour was quoted at $45 per barrel. Mr. and 
Mrs. James Stark, the actors, gave $400 for 
the relief of sufferers by the tire, and Mr. 
Winn, of San Francisco, sent up $705. These 
are but a very few of the items gleaned from 
the old paper. 
They will serve to revive 
recollections of the notable winter of 1852-53, 
and to the new generation will give some idea 
of Sacramento thirty years ago.

TBE GOSPEL MEETINGS. 
The several services yesterday connected 
with the revival were marked as usual with 
very large attendance and deep interest At 
the noon meeting in the railroad machine 
shop there was an increased number over the 
previous day, and close and respectful atten­ 
tion was given. The evangelists were accom­ 
panied by several ladies, who assisted in sing­ 
ing. Mr. Hallenbeck addressed the audience 
in brief, pointed remarks, and Mr. McGrana- 
ban sang “ Eternity,” which was given with 
unusual effect by reason of the place and the 
ringing of his voice through the large shop 
buildiug. 
The ladies’ reception at the 
rooms on Fourth street was attended 
by greater numbers than on any pre­ 
vious day, 
and 
many 
who 
gave 
unmistakable evidence by their looks that 
they had drank the dregs of the cup, came 
and partook of coffee, and seemed greatly 
affected by the special efforts in their behalf. 
The gospel temperance meeting which fol­ 
lowed was the scene of great interest. Many 
testified to having found refuge and strength 
over their evil habits and appetites through 
acceptance of the gospel. Others confessed, 
and deplored their wretched condition and 
the disgrace they bad brought upon them­ 
selves and their families, and asked for 
prayers in their behalf; while others, broken 
down at a sense of their condition, but not 
ready to accept the gospel plan of overcom­ 
ing, asked for a pledge, so that they might 
sign it. Mr. HaildDbeck informed them that 
he had no pledge for them to sign, and had 
no confidence in human resolves and efforts 
alone to overcome the power of a fixed appe­ 
tite, for he knew from personal experience 
that the only effective and lasting remedy 
was the religion of Jesus Christ and the aid 
of Almighty God, which he urged them to 
accept. 
The service at the Congregational Church 
last evening was conducted by Mr. Whittle, 
and but a portion of those who sought to at- 
ter.d were able to find even standing-room in­ 
side the building. Mr. Whittle’s remarks 
were upon the story of Zaccbeus, who, by rea­ 
son of his small stature, ciimbed a tree to see 
Jesus as He passed by. He used it as illus 
trating the earnestness which persons should 
use in seeking Christ. He was a man, said 
the speaker, of wealth and of position which 
wealth gave, and yet he was willing to be seen 
climbing a tree in order that he might see 
Jesus, whom he had heard so much about. 
He wanted to see Him for purposes of salva­ 
tion. The speaki-r supposed that Zaccbeus 
was a typical man, and was tempted by just 
the same motives that worldly men are now— 
not to press forward toward Christ; that if 
be was to seek Him he had better take some 
quiet time when there was no crowd around 
Christ; that he had better postpone it, at 
any rate for the present, and become a dis­ 
ciple of His by degrees. But ha pressed 
through all obstacles, met Jesus and received 
Him into his house, Mr. Whittle then called 
upon his hearers to press through and over 
all obstacles and come to the Savior and ac­ 
cept Him. 
At the afternoon meetings, both in the au­ 
ditorium and the lecture-room below, in­ 
creased numbers sought for prayers, and a 
large number gave testimony of having beca 
accepted and saved.

The 
Chief took the matter in hand, and he soon 
found that the guilty couple had come to this 
city, and later that Nearny, who is a railroad 
mechanic and was formerly in the employ of 
the Central Pacific at the bay, had procured 
from Geueral Master Mechanic A. J. StevenB 
a situation in the shops at Bakersfield, Kern 
county, and that he had left for that place, 
accompanied by a young woman whom he 
called his wife.

As they passed out of the 
front door the girl took from her finger a ring 
which Nearny hud given her, ai.d handed it 
to Chief Karcher. The Chief said: “ Im p- 
poso you want me to give this hack to 
Nearny, don’t yon.” She replied, “ Yes.” 
The Chief told her he was glad that she had 
voluntarily taken this last step, to return to 
her home with her mother, and she re­ 
sponded that she now desired to do bp.

Ueail linn Identified. 
Benicia, January 10th.—A dispatch from 
Napa elicited the information that the body 
of the man found dead iu the tales near 
Clark’s Landing, Sunday, was that of Charles 
Goodrich, of Napa, a carpenter by trade, and 
an old res’dent of that city. His son will ar­ 
rive here this afternoon. Deceased left Napa 
three weeks ago, and has been employed as a 
carpenter by Lyons 4 Hunter, of this city, up 
to a week ago last Wednesday, when he dis­ 
appeared. It is the prevailing opinion that 
be was murdered, and his body was thrown 
into the slough. The Coroner’s inquest has 
beeu postponed until Saturday. 
Absconding Debtors—Leaenc of Freedom 
-W oolen Mills. 
N apa, January 10th.—Slocum, Brown 4 
Co., who lately published a history of Napa 
and Lake counties, have left town, owing 
their creditors over $2,000. 
A branch of the League of Freedom was 
organized here last night. 
A member of a prominent firm ha3 lately 
gone East to offer inducements for the estab­ 
lishment of a woolen factory here. 
A Singular Csse—Was It a Conspiracy ? 
San Jose, January 10th.—In August, 
1880, Mr. and Mrs. Ü. If. Rogers purchased 
a residence ou the alameda, near this city. It 
was insured, with the furniture, for $9,000. 
This insurance was transferred to them. Oa 
January 2, 1881, the house and contents were 
destroyed by tire. The insurance company 
refused to pay. Rogers sued, but compro­ 
mised for $5,000. Last mouth Rogers was 
arrested in San Francisco for arson in burn­ 
ing his houfe. The c»se ivas set for examina­ 
tion ou the 3d instant. Belle and John 
Donovan, brother and sister, were witnesses 
for the State. Belle was ft servant in Rogers’ 
family. Their statement was that returning 
from a visit to Susan Donovan, they heard 
a noise in Rogers’ house, peeped in, 
and saw Rogers sprinkling coal oil 
on the floor, then ran away. A fire soon 
broke out. When the ease was called on the 
31, the defense obtained a c mtinuance until 
the 9ch. At that time Donovan failed to ap­ 
pear. The caee was then continued until to­ 
day. This morning D. M. Delraas, retained 
on behalf of the prosecution, announced the 
abandonment of the case on tho ground that 
the State’s witnesses had offered to sell their 
services to the defendant. The District At­ 
torney then moved a disintesal, which was 
ordered. This evening Mrs. Rogers and 
others made statements to press representa­ 
tives of a most astounding nature. Mis. 
Rogers states that John Fitzgerald, a brake- 
tnsn on the Southern Pacific Coast Rail­ 
road, told her, iu the presence of 
Captain Rodgers and others, that if 
she 
did not compromiso for $5.000 
he would hire parties to convict Rogers cf 
arson. Rogers say3 Fitzgerald came to his 
house with a pistol in erch hand, swearing 
that be would not teave until he had killed 
Rogers, and declared that he would not rest 
until be saw him in San Quentin. Harry 
Lohmau, Roger»’ coachiuan, stattd that Fitz­ 
gerald came to him with his pockets full of 
gold, which he offered him to kill Rogers, lie 
consented for the purpose of exposing the 
crime of Fitzgerald, who bought Lohtuan a 
revolver which he gave to Rogers, after tell­ 
ing him of the plot. Susio Donovan, a sis­ 
ter of Bril’s, states that Fitzgerald offered 
her $200 to swear agaiu6t Rogers. 
She refused, and her sister and brother con­ 
sented. She told Fitzgerald that she would 
exposohim. He swore he would kill her if 
she did. He knocked her down with a stick 
once for refusing, and again shot at her, say­ 
ing it was thus he treated those he could not 
use. Fit2gerald was formerly a Deputy 
Sheriff of this county. 11a denies the above 
alligations wholly, and says he acted all the 
time for the underwriters and in good faith, 
relying on Donovan’s statements. The affair 
creat-s a profound sensation here. Mrs.

CASE I S COURT. 


Interesting Evidence Given by Miners 
Who Came to California 
In 1649. 


The debris case was resumed yesterday 
morning at 9.30 a. a , in Department Two 
of the Superior Court, Honorable Jackson 
Temple presiding. 
J . H. Keown sworn (to Mr. J. K. Byrne) 
—I reside at Michigan lilnff, and am engaged 
in mining. I am at present part owner and 
Superintendent of the Centennial quartz 
mine. I came to California in 1849. I came 
up the river to Sacramento in 1850 on a scow. 
I was almost ten days in making the trip, 
la December, 1850, I made a second trip 
from San Francisco to Sacramento, and was 
twenty days in making the voyage, during 
the flood of 1849 and 1850. The whole valhy 
clear up to Marysville was covered with 
water. A t a point between the Hock farm 
and Bear river 1 found a steamer stranded, 
lying high and dry. 
1 think it was the 
steamer Fashion, and she was floated oil dur­ 
ing the higi water of the succeeding winter, 
'i h : F , at her river at that time was full of 
shifting sand-bars. Daring the dry season 
the river was very low. The river was full 
in some places of sunken trees and snags. 
I 
went to 
Iowa 
Hill 
in 
1854, 
and 
remained there until 1858. From there I 
went to Blue Canyon, and remained there for 
a year and a half. I traveled over the sec­ 
tion commonly known as the Forestand Iowa 
Hill divides a great deal. 
The principal 
mine3 in operation at Iowa Hill, in 1854, were 
the Jameson, Hazel Green, Wisconsin, North 
Star aud Sailor Union. I constructed the 
first hydraulic that was used in that section, 
in 1855 or 185S. [Witness devcribed the ex­ 
tent of the early mining at those points and 
in the neighborhood of Todd’s valley. ] The 
natural wash of that section is very great. 
There is an immense water-shed and our win­ 
ter rains are very heavy. The constructing 
of road», grazing of sheep, and other causes, 
contribute largely to the natural wash. The 
upper portions of this water-Bhed daring the 
summer is filled with immense herds of cat­ 
tle, horses'and sheep. All of this country is 
owned by stock-raisers, and constitute what 
they call ranges. 
I do not know the number 
of stork herded in this county, but it is many 
thonsands. There is about 400 miles of road 
in that section. There aro a great many log 
roads, and, in mo3t of them, they are cut up 
into dust a foot deep during the summer or 
dry seasoD, and this fiue material is washed 
out and into 
the water courses during 
the 
heavy rains. 
These 
roads, where 
the grade is 
considerable, have washed 
out to a depth of fr ;m one t > four feet. The 
natural wash ou that divide is very much 
more than that washed out l>y the hy­ 
draulic miners. 
I t is 
at 
least three 
times 
as great. 
The natural wash is 
a 
lighter 
material — is 
carried 
off 
in 
suspension, and is deposited at a much 
greater di-tance thaD the heavier material 
discharged from the mines. The heavy ma­ 
terial from Ihe hydraulic mines la generally 
permanently lodged rn-ar their dumps. 
In 
1850 the steamer McKim and otters had 
difficulty in crossing the Hog’s Bick. They 
frequently had to lay up at Collinsville and 
wait fcr the tide, before they could cress that 
bar. The existing litigation ha3 depressed 
the value of hydraulic n ines cf this State. I 
think we are on the richest gravel deposit in 
the State. 
Over 825,000,000 has already 
been taken out, and a comparatively small 
proportion of it is worked. This channel has 
been traced in length tr.'re than tix’y miles, 
and it varie3 in width from thirty to six hun­ 
dred feet. They have drifted at Damascus 
over half a mile, and in other localities 
equally as much. 
From the extent of the 
workings of this channel and the richness of 
the deposit, I estimate that there remains in 
Ibis channel yet to ba mined upwards of 
§200,000.000. 
Cross-'xsniina'ion (by Attorney-General 
H art)—There was no considerable hydraulic 
mining in that section i rior to 1819. [Wit­ 
ness described both the drift and hydraulic 
processes of mining.] The Dardanelles, near 
Forest Hill, is a hydraulic mice. The prin­ 
cipal mining at Forest Hill has been drift. 
The average depth i f the Dardanelles is 
about eighty feet, and perhaps forty acres 
have been washed ont. 
There have been 
fifty or sixty acres washed oil at Todd's Val­ 
ley, to a considerable depth. There was per­ 
haps more than forty acres washed < OF 
at Michigan Bluffs. 
The mines at the 
Bluffs 
wars 
formerly 
owned 
by 
nu­ 
merous 
parties, 
but 
they all, at tue 
present 
tim», 
belong to one company. 
I visited the Dardanelles mine last summer. 
They were drifting at the time I was there.

The Hidden 
Treasure and Damascus mints are worked by 
the dril.i- e process. ] do not ki.ow the 
amount of material in cubic yards taken 
from those mines. I consider that the sedi­ 
mentary deposit in this valley is wholly at- 
tributa'do to natural w;-sh. Long experience 
in these mountains, and thought, is the basis 
upon which I found my judgment as to the 
relative prop irtiocs of the natural and min­ 
ing wash. I ata not a hydraulic miner. I 
think this prosecution is a very ucjust one. 
You are prosecuting an ir.du.try that has 
done much for this State, for the whole 
Union and the entire world. The log Mead­ 
ows are situated on the headwaters of the 
Middle Fork. 
In prssing Dice’s bridge, a 
few days since, I was surprised to see the 
very slight amount of debris in the river at 
that point. Above that point the tailings be­ 
gin to accumulate very f i-t. 
Redirect examination (by J . K. Byrne)— 
There are. two kinds of lava in thoss old 
river channels. 
One is a sedimentary de­ 
posit, the other an igneous formation. 


e . n . EVESS 
Sworn. Direct examination (by A. B. Dib­ 
ble)—I came to California in 1S49, and at 
present reside in Placerville. 
I cime to th¡3 
city iu 1849 to get provisions. A t that time 
I was located at old Weber town, in R1 
Dorado county. I worked at various other 
points in ths surfacs minos. [Witness de­ 
scribed th9 early mining.] 
In 1850 and 1851 
I worked on both the South and Middle 
Forks of the American river. At that time, 
the South Fork from Chile bar,above Coloma, 
was muddy. Toe Middle Fork was a clearer 
stream. 
The rivers would be tolerably clear 
in the morning, but the mining during the 
day would discolor the water. 
The work at 
that time was principally done with cradles. 
In 1851 I flamed the river just below Kelsey’s 
Bar. That year we did not get into the river 
until the month of ¡September, and worked 
until about the 27th of October. 
The depth 
of the gravel in the b»d of the river, where 
I worked, varied from one foot to twelve. 
The average depth of gfavel iu the rivers 
as far as my observ linn 
oes, was about five 
feet, and comprsed of bowlders, gravel and 
sand. 
A very large proportion of the gravel 
deposit in the bottom of the streams was 
sand. [Witness described the formation of 
the banks and bars of the American river 
forks.] In’ the floods of 1861 and 1S62 
the material deposited prior to that time 
ky the miners into the channels of those 
rivers was carried down stream. The dis­ 
placement of material by the miners prior to 
1862 was very much greater than that dis­ 
placed since that date ; more than fifty tim<§ 
as much. Thi3 is owing to various causes. 
In early days there were twenty mei) et gaged 
la mining to where there is one now. The 
fold was found in th9 grass roots and shallow 
alluvial soil. Those mines were easily worked, 
and the displacement was very large. The 
mines worked now are in entirely different 
material. 
They are on the blue lead, and 
the gravel formations are mostly composed of 
Tock. I estimate that there was more 
displacement in the first three years after the 
discovery of gold in 1848 than there has been 
since. 
1 should judge that the amount of 
Sild that has been taken out of the mines in 
1 Dorado county to exceed §50,C00,000. I 
estimate that the gold remaining in ths gravel 
beds of the county exceeds in value §50,000,­ 
000. 
[Witness described the extent and 
capacity of the various waier canals and 
reservoirs within the county.] All of those 
canals and reservoirs were constructed for the 
purpose of furnishing the various mines with 
water. The storing if this water in those 
immense reservoirs has a tendency to lessen 
the hight of Lh> winter Hoods, and its dis­ 
charge daring the dry season increases the 
volume in our rivers during the summer sea­ 
son. Tnere are over 300 stamps in use in the 
oonnty. 
Sand from a quartz battery is as 
fiue as flour, and moves with les< diffiulty in 
the water than gravel sand. [Witness de­ 
scribed the natural wash of the county iu the 
same manner as testified to by Messrs. Smith 
and Blanchard.] 
Cro»s-fxamination (by George Cadwala- 
der)—[ Witness explained the cradle process of 
mining, described the summer and winter 
modes of mining.] I have seen three giants 
in operation at once at the Excelsior mioe. 
That mine’s dump is into Weber creek. The 
Reservoir Hill hydraulic mine dumps into 
the Soath Fork. I saw it in operation last 
May. 
I dou'c Edow whether it is in opera­ 
tion now or not. The winter of 1850 and 
1851 the Midflie Fork raised in one night 
twenty-five feefc.^ The solid material from 
the hydraulic mines of El Dorado county, 
which dump into Weber creek, in my opinion, 
rever reaches the South Fork. I don’t know 
the value of the ditch property of 
El 


Dorado county. I don’t know the assessed 
value of the property of the county. 1 don t 
know of any new roads being constructed m 
the county during the last ten year?. I aon t 
know the altitude of the highest peaks of the 
Sierras in El Dorado county. A greater por­ 
tion of the valleys of the county aro devoted 
to agriculture and fruit-growing. I have a 
seam mine on Poverty Point.

Mr. Evens continuing—About one-third 
of the channel deposit of the county is opened 
and being worked on.

[Witness 
enumerated the quartz mills of the county 
aud stated their capacity.] 
Peyton Foweli sworn. Direct examina­ 
tion (by J . K. Byrne)—I have resided in 
Placer county fcince 1852. I am at present 
located at Michigan Bluff. I was engaged 
in staging between the years 1865 and 1881. 
The distance between those two points is 
about thirty miles. During the time that I 
was owner of thatfctage route I superintended 
it in person. During that lime I have con­ 
stantly noticed that the natural wash of that 
section by the rain was very great. The 
roads wa-h to a gr*at extent during every 
storm. The grade of the ravines and canyons 
and the Adjoining sidehilis is very great. 
The 
6treama, 
which 
are 
very 
shorf, 
only a few miles, have an average fall 
from thoir Rource to their mouth of about 
1,600 feet. The r a Is and t rails on the divide 
between the Middle aud North Forks will 
equal in length 1,500 miles. During the sum­ 
mer season they cut up into dust to a depth 
of from 6 to 18 inches, and thi3 line material 
ia carried off by the fir«fc heavy lains. Largo 
herds of horses, cattle and sheep are driven 
over and grazed upon this land during ths 
summer months, a id they aid to a great ex­ 
tent in cutting up the surface of the soil. We 
have very severe frosts as far down as the 
junction of the Middle and North Forks. 
They freeze the soil when it is wet and raise 
the surface to th9 hight of an inch or more. 
A warm rain following a heavy- frost of this 
kind, washes the portion of the soil elevat’d 
into the nearest stream. This occurs through­ 
out the section lying between the North and 
Middle Forks. It is all effected in this man­ 
ner, and the natural wa?h resulting from this 
cause ia enormous. [Witness described the 
different water courses on the divide.] The 
natural wa-hing on th^.t divide is three or 
four times as much as the material displaced 
by hydraulic miners. 
There are some very 
large land slides on the divide. There are 
some that show an area of fifty acres that 
has slid from the mountain sides into the 
river. Some of recent date have an area cf 
eight or ten acres. The snow-3iides also add 
very materially to the amount of natural 
wash. 
In the neighborhood of Michigan 
Bluffs there has in the past been many slides 
varying in arc a from one to fifty acres. 
Cross examination (by Attorney General 
H art)—From 1852 to 1865 I lived at Tcdd’s 
valley. 
I did not drive stage a great d- al 
myself. I have not t-een clear water in tLe 
Middle or North Forks of the American 
since 1852. 
[Witness described the stage 
route and stations between Michigan Biuffs 
and Auburn.] There are about 300 miles of 
trails in that Bection, which are through can­ 
yons, gulches and over ridges, which are used 
by footmen and pack animals, Tho trail 
from Michigan Bluff to Dead wood and Last 
Chance during the dry season cuts up, and 
dust form to a depth of from one to four 
inches. The p opulation ia early days was 
a great many times larger than it Í3 to day, 
when the mines were discovered on Frazi r 
river there was a general stampede among the 
miners, and a great many left that section for 
the new gold micei. I commenced farming 
in 1865. and ceased in 1881. I cultivated 
about 200 acres. In 1861 or 1S62 there was 
an enormous land-3lide near Michigan Bluff. 


ANTHONY CLARK, 
Sworn. 
Direct 
examination (by A. B. 
Dibble)—I camo to California iu 1854, and 
am a resident of Forest Hill, a town on the 
divide between the North and Middle Forks 
of the American river. That divide is from 
75 to 100 mileo long. I have been engaged in 
mining ever since I came to the State. The 
average width of the Forest Hiil divide is 
about ten mile3. The average hight of Ihe 
ridge is from 1.GC0 to 1.8C0 feet. 
The 
natural wash is very 
great, owing to 
the sceep grade of the ravine?, canyons 
aud hillsides. 
That divide is a perfect 
network of ravines and gulches that carry 
natural wash. There are 3,000 or 4.C0C people 
living on that divide at preseufc. Iu 1870 there 
were three or f »ur times as raar.y. Ths princi­ 
pal, in fact, only industry on that divide ij 
raising. 
The principal towns aid caiar.s 
are Forest Hill, Todd’s Vail y, Iowa Hill, 
Canada Hill, Lost Chañe?, Damaecu?, Dead- 
wood, Winona Flat, Sunny South, Michigan 
Bluff and Wisconsin Hiil. The amount of 
gold that has been taken out on that divida I 
should judge to be about 850,000,OCO. There 
is und lUbtedly §100 000,000 more remaining 
in the gravel channels yet to be mined. 
The 
first mining wan in shallow surfaca claims. 
The muteri *1 washed was of a light rdiuvial 
nature. 
The material remaining in the 
gravel channels is denser, and composed of 
rock, gravel and sand. A large part of the 
material now being mined remains at the 
dumps of the mines. The dun p-t cf these 
mines ara atnut twenty-live niile3 ? Viva 
the junction of the North and Middle 
Forks. 1 only know of two stsmp-m’. U 
on the divide. [Witness described the land­ 
slides ;¿nd natural wash of that region.] Tno 
natural wash increases eyeiy 3'ear. 
It at 
present is three or four ti ties greater than 
the mining wish. 
Ti e roads in the county 
arc from 1,000 to 1,500 miles in length. They 
are cut up into du.t dn-iug the summer from 
six inches to a foot in depth, and the winter 
rains wash it out. There are 150 mines on 
the Forest Hill divide. There are over 200 
miles of ditches constructed to furnish water 
for the use of those mines. The principal 
mines on the divide aro the P .n d & Co, 
Emma, San Francisco, Big Spring, Darda­ 
nelles, Green spring, Hope, Baltimore, New 
Jersey, Orno, lireece & Wheeler, Baker and 
Hazard, 
They dumped into tho Middle 
Fork of the American river, is being the 
most conVíDÍ:nt channel. 
Cross-examination (by George Cadwala- 
der)—There is but one stage running between 
the town of Auburn and this divide. Walls, 
Fargo & Co. do not carry bullion from that 
divide. They have offices there, but only 
carry letters aud packages. I d> not know 
what the population of Placer county is ac­ 
cording to the last cetEU3. 
The country ea-t 
of Baker’s ravine is generally covered with 
snow during the winter season. I don’t know 
the extent to which timber has been cut off 
in the neighborhood of Dutch Flat or Alta. 
There is r. heavy undergrowth on some por­ 
tions of the divide. Manzanita and chapar­ 
ral are the most common unde-growths. 
Court adjourned to 9:30 A. M. to-day.
